MIAMI BEACH (BP), — The 
only waves at Miami Beach, ac- 
cording to a sampling of editorial 
opinion on_ the annual Southern 
Baptist Convention sessions here 
June 10-12, were those which wash- | 
ed ashore along. the beach. 

And even they were plaid, 
avoiding stinging slaps at s wim-" 
mers, while SBC messengers at 
the,Miami Beach Convention Cen- 
ter, apparently responding “ ‘to 
SBC President Jaroy Weber’s p: 
convention call for harmony, 
showed: éach other the same con- 
Editors of statewide Baptist 
newspapers characterized. the 
118th annual SBC as quiet and’ 
harmonious but expressed enthu- 
siasm for the 130 - year - old 
body’s emphasis dn é€vahgelism, 
missions, and inspirational speak- 
ers. 

And, generally, they liked the 
electronic - aided pageantry sur- 
rounding the SBC’s observance of 
the 50th anniversary of Coop- 
erative Program unified budget 
and the nation’s bicentennial. 

They applauded adoption of a 
$51 _- million 1975 - 76 Coopera- 
tive Program budget, exceeding 
the 1974-75 budget by 25 percent. 

Although the SBC came and 
went quietly, it showcased the 
worldwide thrust of Southern Bap- 
tist work on closed - circuit, im- 
age - magnified screens before 
16,212 registered ‘‘messengers’’ — 
third largest registration in SBC 
history- behind Dallas in 1974 (18,- 
190) and New Orleans in 1969 
(16,678). 

Editors took repeated note of 
the convention continuing to take 
a conservative, ‘“‘middle of the 
road”’ stance on issues — swaying 


The convention’s ‘‘emphasis and. 
agreement on the New _ Testa- 
ment as the sole guide for Ba p - 
tists (was) a statement good 
enough for most except the ultra- 
conservatives who want their in- 
* terpretation,” said John Hurt, edi- 
tor of Texas’s Baptist Standard. 

James F. Cole, editor of Louis- 
iana’s. Baptist Message, comment: 
ed on “‘a few self -appointed cre- 
edalists who_tried to get the mes: 
sages to say they believe the’ Bi- 
ble, while the theme of speakers 
constituted a plea that Southern 
Baptists practice the Bible at ev- 
ery level of society.” of 

Joe Odle, editor of Mississippi's 
Baptist Record and well - known 
spokesman for the conservative 
point of view, declared: 

“*. . .the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention is comprised of Bible-be- 
lieving, conservative people, who 
refuse to veer from their center 
of the road conservatism, either to 
the right or to the left. They, are 
neither ultra - conservative nor 
liberal, but thust be. classified as 
a theologically - conservative, Bi- 
ble - accepting people.” __ 

The Mississippi editor. added: 
“Any careful observer, - watch - 
ing the actions of the convention, 
quickly realizes that Southern 
Baptists continue as the . strong 
conservative ‘body they have al-. 
ways been and that liberalism 
is having little influence. 

“There is even evidence _ that 
seminaries and other institutions 
are listening to the convention’s — 
voice as it has spoken in recent 
years, and are seeking to keep the 
institutions and agencies right in 
the middle of the conservative po- . 
sition that the convention ' holds,” 
Odle said: 

“This does not mean,’’ he said, 
“that every Southern Baptist 
would completely agree on the 
method God used in inspiring the 
Bible, for..they never have done 
that. Nevertheless, there evident- 
ly are few amongst them who do 


not affirm that the Bible is the 
Word of God, and who.do not ac- 
cept the New Testament as the 
final and sole authority in all mat- 
ters of doctrine and. church 


“Even the Baptist Faith and 
Message Fellowship, an organi- 
zation bent on weeding out the 
‘liberals’ of the convention, can- 
celled their preconvention rallies 
for apparent lack of interest,” 
commented Edgar R. Cooper, edi- 
tor of the Florida Baptist Wit- 
ness, reflecting on .the  con- 
vention’s calmness and absence of 
the hostility. some past conven- 
tions have experienced. 

Puzslement in Evaluating 

“‘Puzziement comes in evaluat- 
ing undercurrents and resolutions 
that surfaced and didn’t surface 
at Miami Beach,” said Jack U. 
Harwell, editor of Georgia’s Chris- 
tian Index. ‘‘For example, the 
Baptist ‘Faith and Message F e 1- 
lowship didn’t get enough people 
to come to their planned meeting 
to have a meeting, but one of their 
leading spokesmen, Adrian Rodg- 
ers (pastor of Bellevue Baptist 
Church, Memphis), was _ elected

Cooperative Program, receipts 
sent undesignated by state Bap- 
tist. conventions for use in the 
SBC’s worldwide causes, total 


$30,900,027 through the first 9 . 
months. That’s 7.43 percent above i 


the 1973-74 figure. . 


Designated giving for the. first 
9 months totals $33,825,523 —some _ 


8.40 percent ahead of 1973-74. 

In June, however, a lag in de- 
signated giving dropped total re- 
ceipts some 1.85 percent behind 
the June, 1974 level. June desig- 
nated giving totaled $2.22 million.

When the Observer’s report- 
ers attempted to get to the 
bottom of the story, they could 
not locate the.‘‘prophet’’ and 
mail to his address was re- 
turned unopened. He did not 
seem to exist. All efforts to 
verify the story were fruit- 
Yet the story continues to 
make the rounds, traveling 
slowly, to be sure, one church 
at a time. And we, as gullible 
as chain-letter addicts, gobble 
up the rumors and pass them 
on to the next unsuspecting 
victims. 

Logic dictates that having 
said the above, I should pro- 
pose _a remedy for same. 
There is one, a disarmingly 
simple one. 

Check it out. Be sure of 
what you print in your paper. 
Don’t assume the other peo- 
ple checked into the reliabil- 
ity of the story before they 
ran it. 

Drop a note to the editor of 
the bulletin you are about to . 
copy and ask about the item. 
Where did he get it? How, bn i 
it be verified?

Finds Flaw In 


Divorce Statistics 


Dear Sirs: 
‘ ‘There is a fundamental flaw in Mr. 
A. L. Nelson’s analysis of Mississippi and 
Baptist divorce statistics as reported on 
page 1 of. the June 12 Baptist Record. 
To reach his conclusions one must as- 
sume one out of every two marriages 
y in divorce every year, which is, of 
ourse, not ‘true, 

For example, Mr. Nelson states that 


Baptists woilld have had 65,750 divorces — 


in 1973 alone if the national averages 
were applied to Mississippi Baptists. He 
reaches that conclusion by applying the 
one: out of two national average (%) to 
the number of Mississippi Baptist family 
unit (131,500). One-half of 131,500 is 67,- 
750. But to make this statement all 67,- 
750 divorces would have occurred in the 
year 1973! Fortunately this didn’t h a p- 
pen. There were only 10,787 divorces of 
all faiths, as he states. 

I suggest that in the future you have 
Baptist statistics to be reported in the 
Baptist Record reviewed by someone 
with a mathematics background. I am 
sure that you would want our statis- 
tics and any conclusions drawn there- 
from to be as accurate as possible.

The are practical 
truths witich need little explana- 
tion or comment. They are God- 
breathed as any other portion of 
the Bible. A study of the Proverbs 
is refreshing because of their 
wholesome sayings and ie suconsted 
ful truths. 

In_ considering the idea of 
Father-Son dialogue, obedience to 
parents is considered obedience to 
God. 
The wise father warns the son 
against’ the persuasiveness of 
those who want to participate in 
robbery and violence. The line of 
demarcation between the children 
of God and the children of wrath 
is sharply drawn in the inspired 
word of God. If the sinful man ap- 
peals to-you to participate in sin, 
turn away from hm: The only wise 
thing to do is not have companion- 
ship with evil men. Many a young 
Christian has damaged his life be- 
cause of dallying with the world 
on the plea of pretense of improv- 
ing it. So the son is warned not to 
walk in their way so he will not 
be tempted to run with them. 

The consequences of crinie are 
so obvious that they should be 
easily avoided. “For in vain is a 
net spread”’ seems to say that if a 
_ bird watches “someone build a 
trap, he can avoid being captured 
and thus make such preparation 
futile. The person thinks he can 
get the bait and get by without 


ive 


being caught. The bait in the trap | 


distorts judgment and self-control, 
and the bird is caught. 
» Dishonest gain gathered by 
ways of violence and compulsive 
destruction produces death. This 
is a built-in punishment with ev- 
ery sin.

Nothing is too insignificant for his 
notice and nothing is to great for 
his attention.
